The basement of Recreation Park, 500 


E. Miner St., has been decorated with 
modern paintings, including a six-foot 
wide canvas painted black with a large 
orange circle in the center. Posters deco- 
rate the wood paneled walls. Behind the 
stage hangs a large multi-colored poster 
with a large 13 painted on it in neon or- 
ange. 


RED AND LAVENDER lights provide 


the only illumination in the coffeehouse. 
The ventilation is not the best and on hot, 
muggy nights the humidity can make the 
basement coffeehouse unbearable. 


You can almost hear yourself think at 


the coffeehouse as many times the per- 
forming groups provide folk songs of pro- 
test and social comment, interspersed with 
comedy and oral readings. 


Last Wednesday, the lead singer for 


"The First Time Only" read a piece about 
someone looking back on the history of 
man, trying to figure out why man has 
destroyed himself. 


Quiet music and the casual atmosphere 


seem to be the strong drawing points of 


the coffeehouse. Sullivan greets many pa- 
trons as they come in the door, telling 
them about the concessions and sometimes 
helping them find a place to sit. 


Teen patrons like the coffeehouse be- 


cause they can just sit around, relax and 
listen to music for a "reasonable price." 
Admission is 75 cents 


THE SO PATRONS at The Appointed 


Place last week made a varied group, 
many in the 16-and 17-year age bracket. 
Some were wearing bermuda shorts, ten- 
nis shoes and striped knit shirts. Others 
had bell-bottom slacks and long hair. 


Others looked like they were trying for 


the hippie image, their conservative hair- 
cuts beginning to grow long and hints of 
mustaches decorating their faces.- 


Sulhvan said the kids have been "great" 


and he has had no real discipline prob- 
lems.

If Astronauts Died on Moon 


by MIKE KLEIN 


Man has landed on the moon, explored it 


and left it. But suppose the following had 
been reported to the millions of people fol- 
lowing the Apollo 11 flight. 


"This is a special bulletin. The lunar 


module is unable to leave the surface of 
the moon because of uncorrectible me- 
chanical difficulty. NASA has given astro- 
nauts Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldrin 
Jr . 40 hours to live before their oxygen 
supplies arc exhausted." 


True, this is a rather morbid, perhaps 


even un-American thought, but to be rea- 
listic, wherever machines are in operation 
there is a possibility of failure. 


On a purely hypothetical basis, how 


would American citizens have reacted? 


On January 27, 1967, America was faced 


with a similar situation when the three 
Apollo 1 astronauts were killed. Lt. Col. 
Virgil (Gus) Grissom, Lt. Col. Edward 
White, and Navy Commander Roger B 
Chafee burned to death when trapped in 
their space capsule during a flash fire at 
an Apollo 1 practice session. 


PHILIP BRICKMAN, associate profes- 


sor of psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity says, "I think public reaction would 
depend on how they'd been prepared, on 
what they'd been expecting. At this point, 


the public has been prepared for success- 
ful missions and this would only make a 
failure seem worse." 


Would there be a general falling away of 


support for the space program? "It may 
seem a little paradoxical," Brickman con- 
tinued, "but fewer people would switch to 
that side. It's comparable to the reaction 
of parents vv.no have had a son killed in 
Vietnam. They are more likely to support 
the war. 


"In the short run, a tragedy would be 


only a greater incentive." 


Jack Sawyer, also an associate professor 


of psychology at Northwestern, said, "I 
think the interests that promote the space 
program are so strong that it would con- 
tinue regardless of any disaster. It is not 
continued under popular support anyhow. 
The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their living by it." 


Two other factors that would determine, 


to a large extent, the reactions of the 
world and American people would be the 
reactions of the astronauts and the com- 
mentators covering the mission. 


"THE ANNOUNCERS kept describing 


these people as 'cool,' " Brickman added. 
"They went to the moon carrying Ameri- 
can patriotism, they didn't trek up San 
Juan hill. They were professionals. I think 


they would have carried this over to any 
type of situation. The reactions of the men 
would have determined the reaction of the 
country as a whole. 


"There's something kind of grisly about 


that type of death watch. There's some- 
thing grisly about everybody watching. 
You kind of wish everyone would avert 
their eyes." 


But according to Brickman. it would be 


a different kind of death watch. 


"Unlike someone trapped in a well, they 


could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy. 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere," he 
elaborated. "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon? 


"OUR CULTURE has built a whole sys- 


tem of ways to protect us from death. The 
subject of death is as taboo today as sex 
was a few years ago. The death wouldn't 
be all that more shocking but it would be 
that we were there, through radio. 1 think 
it would be Just as gripping to put a radio 


on a soldier dying in a hospital." 


Sawyer discussed the possible effect a 


disaster might have on the technicians and 
mechanics who were involved in assem- 
bling the spacecraft 


"There's a certain kind of battle men- 


tality that you do the best you can do and 
hope it's successful. It's a kind of fatalism 
Everyone realizes that there's a dangrr 
there. It's really overestimated. It's really 
not the most dangerous expedition under- 
taken by man. Sailing the seas in the 
1500's was a much more dangerous under- 
taking. The chances of coming back alive 
were much less then. There has been a lot 
of money and time put in this. Favorable 
results were predicted and they came 
about." 


BUT SAWYKR IS not yet convinced that 


the space program is really worth the 
time and expenditure of public funds. 


"I'd be sorry to see anyone die of 


course. But my own feeling is that there 
are more pressing human needs than pjt- 
ting a man on the moon. 


"The imagination of the mind should be 


directed not to putting a man on the moon 
but putting man back on earth. I don't feel 
a person who lives in a slum, or is unable 
to get a job has any real reason to feel a 
great pride for this country while he »uf- 
fers from these and other injustices."

Paul Neuhauser must wake up at night 


and think it is the month of April apain 


Two months ago Neuhauser was in (lie 


same race he is in now, a campaign aimed 
at sealing one candidate on the Dist. SSI 
School Board. Last time, Neuhauser lost 
his bid for election by 26 votes. He is de- 
termined not to li-t it happen again. 


As one of throe candidates seeking elec- 


tion to the Dist. 5!) lx>ard, Neuhauser. of 
11121 Magnolia, Mount Prospect, is hoping 
1o occupy the seat vacated by the resigna- 
tion of George Blanchard. 


IK ELECTED, Neuhauser 
will again 


have to defend his seal in another general 
election in the district in April, 1970. 


It is generally assumed in the district 


that under normal circumstances, Neuhau- 
ser would have been appointed to the emp- 
ty board seat rather than have to fight for 
it in a general election. As the third run- 
ner in last April's elections, he could have 
been named to the school board by the 
incumbents. Instead, the lx>ard decided to 
go for a special election in the district, a 
decision which shows the extreme lengths 
the present board is prepared to go to 
avoid further controversy. 


Nevertheless, Neuhauser is prepared to 


present his case to the voters again. As in 
last April's campaign, his case for election 
is one of fiscal scrutiny of the district, 
combined with a concern over the admin- 
istrative costs of Dist. 59. 


LAST APRIL, Neuhauser called for the 


retention of an "outside team of educators 
to make an objective evaluation of the pro- 
grams in Dist. 59 and report to the 
board." He still feels such an evaluation is 
necessary. 


In the earlier campaign he also called 


for the reduction of the district's tax antic- 
ipation warrants to levels of 50 or 60 per 
cent from the current maximum of 75 per 
cent. Neuhauser now feels that margin of 
reduction may !K> too much, but still feels 
the district's extended credit into TAWs 
should be reduced, "perhaps down to 70 


per cent, just to allow the district some 
cushion for emergency financing." 


Despite some similarities to his cam- 


paign for election last April, Neuhauser 
admits that this campaign is entirely dif- 
ferent. Donald Thomas has left the dis- 
trict, the apparent crisis over finances has 
calmed down and the turmoil which char- 
acterized the district last spring seems to 
have abated.

"If all four quit tomorrow, it's fine with 
me — then we can replace them with pa- 
trolmen," Hart said. "Their duties don't 
warrant any more money," he said. 


Hart then questioned the legality of ci- 


vilian personnel being employed by a DO- 
iice department. 


TRUSTEE IRA BIRD and Village Pres. 


Ted. C. Scanlon came to the defense of the 
civilians, 
however, 
and 
the

weren't cut back as much as Hart had 
asked. 


Bird said he had "qualms on the method 


of a wage squeeze" Hart was recommend- 
ing. 
"We shouldn't deny them the cost-of- 


living increase we are giving all other vil- 
lage employes," he said. Scanlon reaf- 
firmed that the operators should be com- 
pensated at the same rate as others. 


The salary of Police Chief M. 0. Hor- 


cher was raised to $14,000 a year. His sala- 
ry last year was $12,GOO. Horcher had 
asked for a yearly salary of $15,000. 


The board members voted on Horcher's 


salary 
after 
arguing several 
minutes. 


Scanlon and Trustees John Koeppen, Mi- 
chael Valetua and Bird voted for the 
$14,000 figure, while Trustees- Hart, Roger 
Strieker and Peter Egan held out for the 
$13,500 figure recommended by the former 
village manager. 


Bird began the discussion on the chief 


by pointing out that, on the basis of Hor- 
cher's letter, he would recommend the 
$14,000 figure. 


In his letter, Horcher told the board that 


he is responsible for 32 employes and a 
third of the village budget. He said $15,000 
is comparable to lower than the pay rate 
in surrounding communities which have 
lower police incident rates. 


STR1CKER OBJECTED TO Bird's sug- 


gestion. "Without pulling any punches, 
w e ' v e had administrative 
problems; 


$14,000 is a hell of an increase for any 
individual," he said. 


Egan agreed. "I for one am very critical 


of his administration," he said. 


Scanlon reminded the trustees that Hor- 


cher is one of the few chiefs in com- 
parable towns throughout the state with a 
salary below $15,000. ."You still have a 
straight, honest man you can look up to," 
the village president said. 


In other areas of the police budget, 


trustees refused to decide whether there 
would be four or five sergeants in the de- 
partment. Keeping the number at five in 
the budget, they left the decision up to the 
new village manager when he is hired. 


HORCHER HAS ADVOCATED four ser- 


goants for the department, while former 
Village Mgr. C. E. Olsen recommended 
five. 


The board also agreed to let the new 


manager decide what to do about phasing 
out the communications operators. 


Neuhauser Is Endorsed 


The Teachers' Council for School Dist. 


59 endorsed Paul Neuhauser in his bid for 
election to the Board of Education in a 
letter to the Herald yesterday. 


Neuhauser is one of three candidates 


socking the hoard seat vacated hy George 
Blanchard when he resigned July 1. Gene 
Artemenko and Joseph Jennings will op- 
pose N'euhauscr at the polls Saturday. 


"Teachers Council District 59 remains in 


the position of strongly supporting 
the 
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election of Paul Neuhauser to this posi- 
tion. At the time George Blanchard sub- 
mitted his resignation, Teachers Council 
Dist. 59 passed a resolution urging the 
board to appoint Neuhauser to fill the 
vacancy. 


"This decision was supported by peti- 


tions from teachers in eighteen of the dis- 
trict's schools and signed by approximate- 
ly 8i> per cent of the teachers in the dis- 
trict," Thomas Lundeen, Teachers Council 
president-elect, wrote. 


"Since the time we submitted the resolu- 


tion, the board of education has exercised 
its right to call a special election. We still 
feel that Neuhauser is the most highly 
qualified candidate for the position. 


"At a time when finances are a primary 


concern of schools across the state, as well 
as in Dist. 59, Neuhauser's financial back- 
ground in his employment with the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service will prove to bo in- 
valuable," Lundeen wrote. 


"In the past few years, he has had im- 


mediate access to the 'grass roots' prob- 
lems of the district at the school building 
level through his wife, a former Dist. 59 
teacher. We feel that his interest, attitude, 
and background combine to make him the 
candidate who can and will contribute the 
most to the quality of education in Dist. 
59."

Mrs. Majorie Annen Carter, township 


collector, said 22,400 personal property tax 
bills were mailed out this year and inly 
2,498 payments came in to the offict — 
most of them from businesses and co -po- 
rations. 


Businesses and corporations pay t leir 


personal property tax bills because hey 
run well over $100 and the county will go 
to court to collect tax bills atx ve that 
amount. 


Though only one in 10 personal >roperty 


tax bills sent out was returned with a pay- 
ment, Mrs. Carter collected $1.1 million — 
about 47 per cent of the $2.8 million due in 
1968 personal property taxes. 


After July 1, personal property tax bills 


are paid through the county collector's of- 
fice with a penalty added. In that case, the 
payment would not be recorded on the tax 
books examined oy the Herald. 


But Mrs. Carter said it has been her 


experience, based on 39 years' experience 
in working vith township tax collections — 
the last eight years of that as head of the 
office, that most people who pay their per- 
sonal property taxes do so locally and on 
time. 


This year, as in the last two years, some 


school board members apparently didn't 
pay a personal property tax bill because 
they failed to receive them. 


Of the 48 elementary and high school 


board members in the two-township area. 
12 have "paid in full" marked beside their 
families' names on the township collec- 
tor's public books. 


Eight of the school board members may 


have been missed by the assessor. A 
search of the books showed no record of a 
personal property tax bill being sent to 
five board members in Wheeling Township 
and three in Elk Grove Township — al- 
though it is possible that one or more 
board members' tax records might have 
been missed in a search through the public 
books.

One plan 
provides 10 feet added to the west side of 
the street and would eliminate several 
large trees. The other plan would add four 
feet on the east side and 10 feet on the 
west side of Maple and would also elimi- 
nate the large trees, but provide two park- 
ing lanes. 


Busse said, "I don't want to touch the 


trees, that would cause too much trouble 
with the residents." 


Ahcrn suggested that parking on Emer- 


son would create problems for the village 
on court days. 


Lewis disagreed and said the village

Jennings, of :i« Essex, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, is one of three candidates seeking 
the one seat vacant on the local school 
board If successful, Jennings will hold his 
post until Apri, 1970 when it will be up for 
election again. 


Jennings was alluding to candidate la- 


bels in the campaign which place Gene 
Artemenko as an administration candidate 
and Paul Neuhauser as a "teacher man." 


OTHERS HAVE TRIED to label Jen- 


nings the Republican candidate, but he 
forcefully denies this charge. 


"The Republican Party has nothing to 


do with this," he says. "I am running as 
my own man because I feel I can contrib- 
ute something to the Dist. 59 schools. 
That's my only commitment." 


Jennings served as vice president of the

As one of three such trustees, he 
shared the responsibility of holding title to 


all school property in Elk Grove Town- 
ship.

More Park Funds 


The Mount Prospect Park District will 


receive an additional $34,000 for recrea- 
tional spending from a recently approved 
Illinois state law increasing the park dis- 
trict tax levy. 


Governor Richard Ogilvie last week 


signed into law a bill to increase the limi- 
tation on recreation tax to be levied with- 
out a referendum from .050 to .075 of the 
tax base. 


Park district residents can expect an in- 


crease of $2 per $10,000 assessed eval- 
uation for the 1969 tax year. Assessed 
evaluation is estimated at one-third of the 
actual market price for the property. 


"We are going to levy approximately 


.065 rather than the maximum figure of 
.075. This increase will only cost the home- 
owner $2 but it will net the park district 
approximately $34.000 in additional tax 
monies," Albert Jackson, park district 
treasurer, said. 


"THE NEW LAW WILL affect the park 


district's appropriation ordinance but it 
will not affect the referendum. We will 
amend the ordinance to provide for the 
additional expenses and revenue we antici- 


pate from outside sources," Jackson said. 


Park district commissioners estimate 


that the levy will be increased to .065 but 
the figures on which the tax levy is based 
will not be available until the spring. 


"The tax rate is based on the total as- 


sessed evaluation in the district and then 
applied to individual property owners. 
Since we won't have these figures until 
next spring, we can only approximate that 
the tax increase will be about $2 on $10.000 
assessed evaluation." Jackson said 


"THE PARK DISTRICTS in the state 


have needed this increase in the tax levy 
for a long time. We were long overdue for 
an increase in recreational spending. 
There never has been enough money allo- 
cated to the park districts." Tom Cooper, 
superintendent of parks and recreation, 
said. 


"No matter how much money you get, 


you always seem to need more. I'm happy 
with the new state law and the increase in 
the tax rate. We plan to put this money to 
a very good use and improve our recrea- 
tional facilities and programs," Jackson 
said.

Although 
the candidate frankly admitted that he is 
not fully conversant with each aspect of 
the district, he said that such preparation 
would be vital to his position as a member 
of the board. 


"I'm not privy to the closed conversa- 


tions of the board at this point," Jennings 
said, "but as a board member it would be 
up to me to use 'every resource of the dis- 
trict to aquaint myself with the details of 
the district." 


Jennings believes in relying on con- 


sultant services in the selection of a new 
district superintendent. He would use the 
consultant's screening process as an aid to 
the board's decision on the new man.

The candidate who 
wins Saturday will hold his post 
until 


April, 1970, when it will be up for election 
again. 


The post to be filled was vacated by 


George Blanchard when he resigned in 
June because he was leaving the state 


The board of education could have ap- 


pointed someone to fulfill his unexpired 
term but, IMXMUSC of school district turbu- 
lence at the time, decided to leave the 
choice up to the voters in a special elec- 
tion. 


ALL THREE MEN will appear at candi- 


date's night, which is sponsored by the 
School Community Council to present their 
views to interested parents and teachers 
Each candidate will have time to offer in- 
formation about himself before the meet- 
ing is open to questions from the audience. 


To Artemenko the race is nothing new.

Recommendations to widen Maple Street 


by four feet on each side and to rezone a 
residential lot on Maple and Emmerson 
Street will be submitted to the Aug. 5, 
Mount Prospect Village Board meeting by 
the trustees judiciary committee. 


The changes in zoning and the improve- 


ment of Maple Street to allow for more 
traffic are part of an expansicn plan of the 
Mount Prospect State Bank. 


Under this plan four drive-in teller win- 


dows will be constructed and parking fa- 
cilities will be added. 


Trustee Ted Ahern and Earl Lewis, 


members of the judiciary committee dis- 
agreed on the parking benefits to village 
residents, but basically concurred to ap- 
prove the four foot expansion plans on 
each side of the street. 


The plan will cost $17,000 for two traffic 


and one parking lane. 


Mount Prospect state bank president 


William Busse said the bank would agree 
to pay $15,000 of that cost.

One plan 
provides 10 feet added to the west side of 
the street and would eliminate several 
large trees. The other plan would add four 
feet on the east side and 10 feet on the 
west side of Maple and would also elimi- 
nate the large trees, but provide two park- 
ing lanes 


Busse said, "I don't want to touch the 


trees, that would cause too much trouble 
with the residents." 


Ahern suggested that parking on Emer- 


son would create problems for the village 
on court days. 


Lewis disagreed and said the village 


would benefit by the additional parking 
space which the bank provides without 
meters.

JENNINGS IS basing his candidacy on 


his experience as an Elk Grove Township 
school trustee and his long experience as a 
businessman in sales, management and 
accounting. 


Jennings was elected to the post of town- 


ship school trustee la.st April in a general 
election. As one of three such trustees, he 
shared the responsibility of holding title to 


all school property in Elk Grove Town- 
ship. He was involved in the sale of Dist. 
57's Central Junior High School and over- 
saw the accounts of the township schools 


At best, the position of township school 


trustee is an obscure post and one which 
Jennings admits should be abolished. He 
said last week that he would resign from 
the township trustee's post before Satur- 
day's election in Dist 59. 


JENNINGS SEES the issues in this cam- 


paign as ones which must unify a divided 
district He talks of the need to scrutinize 
the administrative costs of the district and 
to watch programs such as Individualized 
Prescribed Isstruction (IPI) which is now 
being offered in two district schools.

More Park Funds 


The Mount Prospect Park District will 


receive an additional $34,000 for recrea- 
tional spending from a recently approved 
Illinois state law increasing the park dis- 
trict tax levy 


Governor Richard Ogilvie last week 


signed into law a bill to increase the limi- 
tation on recreation tax to be levied with- 
out a referendum from .050 to .075 of the 
tax base 


Park district residents can expect an in- 


crease of $2 per S10,000 assessed eval- 
uation for the 1969 tax year. Assessed 
evaluation is estimated at one-third of the 
actual market price for the property. 


"We are going to levy approximately 


.065 rathe- than the maximum figure of 
.075. This increase will only cost the home- 
owner $2 but it \\ill net the park district 
approximately $34,000 in additional tax 
monies," Albert Jackson, park district 
treasurer, said. 


"THE NEW LAW WILL affect the park 


district's appropriation ordinance but it 
will not affect the referendum. We will 
amend the ordinance to provide for the 
additional expenses and revenue we antici- 


pate from outside sources," Jackson said. 


Park district commissioners estimate 


that the levy will be increased to .065 but 
the figures on which the tax levy is based 
will not be available until the spring. 


"The tax rate is based on the total as- 


sessed evaluation in the district and then 
applied to individual property owners. 
Since we won't have these figures until 
next spring, we can only approximate that 
the tax increase will be about $2 on $10,000 
assessed evaluation." Jackson said 


"THE PARK DISTRICTS in the state 


have needed this increase in the tax levy 
for a long time We were long overdue for 
an increase 
in recreational 
spending. 


There never has been enough money allo- 
cated to the park districts." Tom Cooper, 
superintendent of parks and recreation, 
said 


"No matter how much money you get, 


you always seem to need more. I'm happy 
with the new state law and the increase in 
the tax rate. We plan to put this money to 
a very good use and improve our recrea- 
tional facilities and programs," Jackson 
said.

TO BE APPROVED by the federal gov- 


ernment as a community fallout shelter, a 
building must have a capacity of more 
than 50 persons and be of a specified wall 
thickness and strength. If a building is ap- 
proved as a shelter, it is stocked by provi- 
sions bought with federal funds, including 
food, water and medical and sanitary sup- 
plies 


Some of the buildings in the area which 


are designated as fallout shelters have 
also been used for other 
emergencies, 


such as snowstorms 


St. Raymond's Church was the tempora- 


ry home of a group of businessmen who 
were stranded at the train station in a 
blizzard and could not reach their homes. 


Pairitz said the buildings will be sup- 


plied for a stay of up to two weeks. 


Each shelter contains communication 


equipment, including radios and trans- 
mitters as well as monitoring equipment 
to test the radiation level in the air. 


THE LARGEST fallout shelter in the 


area is in Randhurst Shopping Center, 
which has a 25,000-person capacity. 


The Randhurst shelter is stocked with 


thousands of boxes of biscuits, which are 
the food supply for 25,000 persons for two 
weeks, the period in which fallout would 
be particularly harmful. 


The biscuits, which Pairitz said the 


"federal government designed to be nour- 
ishing and not particularly to taste good," 
are of graham cracker consistency and 
are packaged in tin cans which will keep 
them edible indefinitely. 


These supplies, which are in every shel- 


ter, would be used in the Randhurst shel- 
ter in addition to canned food available

I'HILIP BRICKMAN, associate profes- 


sor of psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity says, "I think public reaction would 
depend on how they'd been prepared, on 
what they'd been expecting. At this point, 
the public has been prepared for success- 
ful missions and this would only make a 
failure seem worse." 


Would there be a general falling away of 


support for the space program? "It may 
.seem a little paradoxical," Brickman con- 
tinued, "but fewer people would switch to 
that side. It's comparable to the reaction 
of parents who have had a son killed in 
Vietnam They are more likely to support 
the war. 


"In the short run. a tragedy would be 


only a greater incentive " 


Jack Sawyer, also an associate professor 


of psychology at Northwestern, said, "I 
think the interests that promote the space 
program are so strong that it would con- 
tinue regardless of any disaster. It is not 
continued under popular support anyhow. 
The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their uvmg by it." 


Two other factors that would determine, 


to a large extent, the reactions of the 
world and American people would be the 
reactions of the astronauts and the com- 
mentators covering the mission. 


"THE ANNOVNCERS kept describing 


these people as 'cool,' " Brickman added 
"They went to the moon carrying Ameri- 
can patriotism, they didn't trek up San 
Juan hill They were professionals. I think 
they would have carried this over to any 
type of situation The reactions of the men 
would have determined the reaction of the 
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country as a whole 


"There's something kind of grisly about 


that type of death watch There's some- 
thing grisly about everybody watching. 
You kind of wish everyone would avert 
their eyes." 


But according to Brickman, it would be 


a different kind of death witch. 


"Unlike someone trapped in a well, they 


could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere." he 
elaborated "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon?

street, we could end up with all the streets 
in the project," Village Mgr. Berton Braun 
told the board. 


'During the three years that the Willow 


Creek project has been under devel- 
opment, the board on several occasions 
has been asked to approve modifications 
in the original concept of the devel- 


opment," he added. 


A representative from Winston Devel- 


opment said the developers would like 
Palatine to take over the street because of 
a request from their lending institution. 


"But your financial problems are not 


our concern," Village Pres. John Moodie 
said. 


"THE STREET HAS not been built un- 


der our inspection and supervision," he 
added, 


"If the street was planned for public 


dedication, it was incumbent on the devel- 
oper to show us the plans before it was 
built," he said. 


Variations in building requirements are 


possible when buildings border a public 
right of way. 


Braun told the board, "It is our opinion 


that the acceptance of dedicated streets 
abutting the sites of future apartment con- 
struction will reduce the quality of con- 
struction in the development." 


To add to the dilemma, Winston Devel- 


opment has not made it clear if the apart- 
ment buildings will be sold to individual 
owners upon completion. 


A PLANNED development ordinance 


which outlines several requirements to be 


met by the builders would no longer apply 
to individual property owners, according 
to Braun. 


The dedication of streets may also have 


an effect on the density of apartment de- 
velopment. 


A total of 750 apartment units in seven 


buildings is now planned. 


"But if apartment buildings are sold in- 


dividually on seperately platted pieces of 
land abutting a public street, each build- 
ing owner will have rights not restricted 
by the planned developmer.t," Braun ex- 
plained.

NASA has given astro- 
nauts Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldrin 
Jr . 40 hours to live before their oxygen 
supplies are exhausted." 


True, this is a rather morbid, perhaps 


even un-American thought, but to be rea- 
listic, wherever machines are in operation 
thi-ro is a possibility of failure. 


On a purely hypothetical basis, how 


would American citizens have reacted? 


On January 27, 1967, America was faced 


with a simi ar situation when the three 
Apollo 1 astronauts were killed. Lt. Col. 
Virgil (Gus) Grissom, Lt. Col. Edward 
White, and Navy Commander Roger B. 
Chafee burned to death when trapped in 
their space capsule during a flash fire at 
an Apollo 1 practice session. 


PHILIP BRICKMAN, associate profes- 


sor of psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity says, "I think public reaction would 
depend on how they'd been prepared, on 
what they'd been expecting. At this point, 
the public has been prepared for success- 
ful missions and this would only make a 
failure seem worse." 


Would there be a general falling away of 


support for the space program? "It may 
seem a little paradoxical," Bnckman con- 
tinued, "but fewer people would switch to 
that side It's comparable to the reaction 
of parents who have had a son killed in 
Vietnam. They are more likely to support 
the war 


"In the short run, a traged/ would be 


only a greater incentive." 


Jack Sawyer, also an associct? professor 


of psychology at Northwestern, said, "I 


, think the interests that promote the space 


program are so strong that it would con- 
tinue regardless of any disaster. It is not 
continued under popular support anyhow. 
The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their living by it." 


Two other factors that would determine, 


to a large extent, the reactions of the 
world and American people would be the 
reactions of the astronauts and the com- 
mentators covering the mission. 


"THE ANNOUNCERS kept describing 


these people as 'cool,' " Brickman added. 
"They went to the moon carrying Ameri- 
can patriotism, they didn't trek up San 
Juan hill. They were professionals. I think 
they would have carried this over to any 
type of situation. The reactions of the men 
would have determined the reaction of the 
country jjs a whole. 


"There's something kind of grisly about 


that type of death watch. There's some- 
thing grisly about everybody watching. 
You kind of wish everyone would avert 
their eyes." 


But according to Brickman, it would be 


a different kind of death watch. 


"Unlike someone trapped in a well, they 


could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy. 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere," he 
elaborated. "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon? 


"OUR CULTURE has built a whole sys- 


tem of ways to protect us from death. The 
subject of death is as taboo today as sex 
was a few years ago. The death wouldn't 
be all that more shocking but it would be 
that we wore there, through radio. I think 
it would be just as gripping to put a radio 
on a soldier dying in a hospital."

Behind the scenes at Plum Grove Nurs- 


ing Home in Palatine is a group of women 
who know how to make people happy. 


Headed by Mrs. Warren Joadwine, the 


g r o u p is the v o l u n t e e r organi- 
zation which comes regularly to assist the 
professional 
staff with more than 50 


patients at the home. 


There are several volunteer groups in 


the area, but Mrs. Joadwine makes this 
one a little different. She's almost totally 
blind. 


But it seems as if her visual handicap is 


more of a help than a hindrance in her 
work at the nursing home. 


PATIENTS USUALLY think twice be- 


fore telling Mrs. Joadwine they can't par- 
ticipate in one of the activities because 
they're too sick or because they can't see 
well enough, according to Mrs. Mary Flo- 
din, activities director for Plum Grove. 


But she's learned her way around the 


home so well, some patients don't even 
realize she's blind. 


Take the time a few years ago when she 


decided to start a sewing group. Some of 
them told her, "I would sew if I could 
see." They said even if they could sew, 
they wouldn't be able to thread the needle. 


Mrs. Joadwine smiled and found a way. 


During sewing time at the home, she sits 
in front of the group with a needle threa- 
der and threads all the needles for every 
patient. 


But there's more than sewing to recrea- 


tional activities at Plum Grove. There's a 
time for arts and crafts, film presenta- 
tions, parties, a church service or just 
plain visiting. 


"AND NONE OF the programs would go 


on without the volunteers," Mrs. Joadwine 
said. 


She's proud and happy with the way the 


organization has grown. Just last year, it 
became affiliated with the National Asso- 
ciation of Nursing Home Volunteers. 


Now there are more than 30 women 


helping at the home. Ten years ago, there 
was just one —• Mrs. Joadwine. 


She started visiting when her father was 


a patient there. Then she began visiting 
other patients. When her father died, the 
others missed her visits, so she returned. 


"It wasn't too long before I began telling 


other people about work to be done at the 
nursing home and they responded by com- 
ing to help," she explained. 


"That's when we were just an informal 


group who wanted to help make patients 
happy," she added. 


"OF COURSE, we still have the same 


goal, but we've become more structured. 
Now there arc training sessions and regu- 
lar meetings." 


Most volunteers spend at least one after- 


noon a week at the nursing home. The 
only reward for service is a pin after 100 
volunteer hours Mrs. Joadwine has an en- 
graved 500-hour pin. 


"But I always tell new volunteers that if 


they expect anything out of it, it's only a 
fringe benefit. They won't be good volun- 
teers if they go into the work for their own 
benefit," Mrs. Joadwine said. 


"We're not doing this for ourselves or 


the nursing home, but for the people. 


We're interested in the people because 
they're part of the community in which we 
live," she added. 


Personally. Mrs. Joadwine is just happy 


the nursing home lets her participate. 


"They could have been apprehensive be- 


cause I can't see. but there's never been 
any kind of problem like that," she said. 


It takes a certain kind of person to 


do volunteer work i-t the nursing home, 
according to Mrs. Joadwine. 


"YOU HAVE TO realize that sick people 


are people just like everyone else." she 
said. 


The Plum Grove volunteer group in- 


cludes citizens from the area and people 
who may have relatives in the home. 
Some are former patients. 


But as they visit with a patient or help 


during the church service or read them a 
newspaper, it's certain the patients don't 
care where they came from, just as long 
as they promise to come back. 


Reach No Accord 


The predicted long, drawn-out end-

As we sat in the Dist 211 board room 


and listened to Jack Costello tell how 
Prospect High School went about raising 
money for football field lights, I could see 
eyes light up and hear murmurs of "Isn't 
that fantastic" and "I don't believe it" 
come from the 30 people who attended the 
meeting. 


Y o u t h involvement, community in- 


volvement, ponytail football game, dances, 
talking to businessmen, parent donations, 
handmade window stickers, letters to doc- 
tors and dentists, pole painting parties, the 
excitement of night football, as Costello 
went on the excitement in the room grew. 


THEN CAME THE questions: "Can we 


have them this fall?" "How do we begin?" 
"Is discipline a problem with night foot- 
ball?" "Did gate receipts at Prospect go 
up?" "How much does it cost?" "What is 
the best way to go about it?" "What does 
the board of education think?" "Will they 
support us?" 


Board Pres. Lyle Johnson — the man 


who called the meeting in the first place 
— Harris Helgeson and Robert Creek 
couldn't speak for the rest of the board 
mombers, but they did come to the meet- 
ing. They asked questions and made com- 
ments, too. 


"What was the financial contribution of 


the Dist. 214 board?" "Is the non profit 
organization you (the Prospect Booster 
Club i set up self-liquidating?" 


IIKLGESON GAVE a reason why Dist 


211 doesn't have night football: several 
years ago Dist. 214 stopped playing night 
games, so 211 did too. 


Johnson gave each booster club presi- 


dent copies of the documents, procedures, 
and correspondence used in the Wheeling 
and Prospect projects. Then he told them 
"It's your job to come to the board with a 
proposal. I'm putting the monkey on your 
backs." 


And rightly so. A board of education is a 


rather impersonal body of people as far as 
the common citizenry is concerned. It's 
aloof, felt, but not seen, too sophisticated 
to be sponsoring pole painting parties. 


BUT A BOOSTER Club, made up of the 


parents and friends who cheer the teams 
on, whether they be scholastic or athletic, 
can go knocking on doors, have dances, 
hold ponytail football games, sponsor pole 
painting parties. 


It's evident from the enthusiasm shown 


at the joint meeting that the leadership in 
the booster clubs is ready to begin such a 
mammoth project as raising money for 
three sets of football field lights. 


They have to organize before the en- 


thusiasm dies in their co-workers. Once

In a surprise move, the Buffalo Grove 


Village Board decided to reconsider its de- 
cision on the proposed Lake-Cook Road 
alignment. 


The board earlier turned down a realign- 


ment proposal for the road by the Cook 
County Highway Department. Reconside- 
ration of that decision will come at next 
week's board meeting. 


The motion to reconsider was made by 


Trustee Robert Gleeson and seconded by 
Trustee Gary Armstrong. 


During the first vote on the proposed 


road. Armstrong was the lone trustee to 
approve the county's proposal. Gleeson 
voted against the proposal, but only after 
.some hesitation 


K E N N E T H FEMKN. one of the 


trustees who voted against the proposal. 
asked Gleeson if he had some additional 
facts on the proposal that led him to ask 
the board to reconsider it 


"No new facts, only some new think- 


ing." said Gleeson 


Tin? vote on the motion to reconsider 


was 4-2. Voting against the motion were 
Kenneth Felten and Ed Fabish. 


If the} want the realignment proposal to 


be approved next week, Gleeson and Arm- 
strong must change the minds of at least 
one. 
and possibly two board members. 


One more vote in favor of the road would 
produce a 3-3 tie, with Village President 
Donald Thompson voting to break the tie. 


Though Thompson did not reveal his 


opinions on the road at the July 14 meet- 
ing, hi.s remarks during the discussion on 
the proposal showed him to be somewhat 
dissatisfied with the alignment, yet fatalis- 
tic about what the village could do to stop 
it 


MRS. 
BEVERLEY 
Warner, 
another 


trustee, said she voted for the reconsidera- 
tion proposal, but "unless something aw- 
fully enlightening comes to the fore, I'll 
vote against it again." 


Glenn Frcdenchs. assistant superintend- 


ent of highways for the county, was elated 
at hearing the board planned to reconsider 
its decision on the proposed realignment. 


According to the trustees, there was no 


discussion among themselves before their 
vote July 14 on the proposal. 


Five days before the board meeting at 


which the vote was held, the trustees met 
with Cook County Highway Department of- 
ficials to discuss the realignment. Also at 
that meeting were representatives from 
the Village of Wheeling and residents liv- 
ing in the area of the proposed road. 


Fredenchs said he had received no noti- 


fication of the board's July 14 decision. 


THOMPSON HAD TOLD highway de- 


partment officials the board would send a 
letter to them by last Wednesday on the 
(ward's decision. 


Mrs. 
Dorothy Hopkins, village clerk, 


said no such letter was sent She said she 
thought Thompson had notified them ver- 
balK. however. 
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Frederichs said, "We are waiting (for 


the letter), hoping they would have some 
suggestions for the proposed road in it." 


When informed of the board's decision to 


reconsider, Frederichs said, "I think we 
will have someone at the meeting next 
week to see what the board decides." 


THE MOTION THE board voted on July 


14 was made by Fabish. His motion said: 
"The board regretfully submits to the 
Cook County Department of Highways that 
it cannot accept the proposed realignment 
of Lake-Cook Road and hopes the county 
will take some of the village's sugges- 
tions." 


Prior to that July 14 meeting Fabish had 


drafted a letter addressed to the highway 
department in which he outlined his opin- 
ions on the proposed realignment. 


He maintained in his letter that the road 


was never meant to be a major highway 
but only a main collector street. 


"We cannot believe your representa- 


tives' statements that the road goes the 
way the county has submitted, or no road 
at all," his letter said 


D U R I N G THE discussion July 14 


Thompson said highway department offi- 
cials told him the road would be built west 
from Milwaukee Avenue as far as Route 
83 if the village failed to concur in the 
realignment. 


Also at that meeting Gleeson com- 


mented, "In three years the village will be 
screaming for a road like this." 


According to the highway department 


proposal, the road would proceed west 
from Milwaukee Avenue entering Buffalo 
Grove just south of St. Mary's Catholic 
Church. It would go through Emmerich 
Park, putting the new municipal building 
on the north side of the highway. West of 
Emmerich Park the road would then fol- 
low the route of the present Lake-Cook 
Road, smoothing out two sharp curves in 
the existing roadway.

The approval removed any immediate 


threat of a police "sick-in." 


Under the new pay schedule, Wheeling 


patrolmen will make $fl,300 a year starting 
pay They will roach the maximum $10.666 
a jear at the beginning of the fourth year. 


Several polices told the Herald yes- 


terday they credit the Wheeling chapter of 
the C'ook County Police Association with 
the wage hike.s and overtime pay proce- 
dures 


The board had refused to recognize the 


association, though it met with the group's 
oll'icer.s. considering them individual po- 
licemen representing other policemen. 


S(IT. fiENK WOLF, president of the 


Wheeling chapter of the association, said 
tlie policemen are happy alwut the raises 
and ouTtime p;;v 


lie said, however, that the policemen 


st'll have grievances which the association 
w i l l bring before the village board 


Next Monday a village committee will 


deal w i t h the question of establishing a 
grievance procedure for policemen. 


The bo.-ud endorsed the concept of time 


pa> for the policemen and placed $20,000 
in a contingency fund for it;, payment. An 
ordinance authorizing time and a half pay 
nui.st be passed by the board before the 
policemen can be reimbursed for their 
overtime, retroactive to May 1.

Tax Rate Upped 


The Wheeling Park District Board took 


advantage Thursday night of a bill passed 
by the 76th Illinois General Assembly al- 
lowing park districts in the state to in- 
crease tax rates by 50 per cent without a 
referendum. 


The tax base rate I'OT the Wheeling Park 


District will increase, from 5 cents to 7 5 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 


In Cook County the usual assessed valu- 


ation amounts to 40 to 50 per cent of the 
valuation of a home is $10,000, the tax- 
payer in Wheeling formerly paying $5 will 
now pay $7 50. 


BEFORE THE GENERAL Assembly 


passed the bill, park districts had to have 
a referendum for any increase in tax rate. 


The bill also gives state park districts 


the authority to raise their tax rates as 
high as ninety cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, with a referendum. 


The board also approved its appropria- 


tion of $178,631.25 for May 1, 1969, to April 
:«), 1SI70. It was announced that the opening 
day ror bids on the $850,000 park bonds, 
passed in a June 14 referendum is Aug 21. 


In other action the board annexed three 


parcels of land, already annexed by the 
village. 


TWO OF THE PARCELS are north of 


Dundee Road. One includes about 30 acres 
across from 1000 McHenry Road. This 
parcel runs north of McHenry Road to 
Lake-Cook Road. 


The largest parcel, 37.5 acres in the Car- 


riage Woods north section, runs east of the 
Soo Line tracks to Buffalo Creek. 


The third parcel includes the Harczak 


Drive-in restaurant at Manchester Road 
and Milwaukee Avenue. 


Apartment Plans 
Move to Approval 


Final site and elevation layouts for the 


Mill Creek apartments in Buffalo Grove 
will be submitted to the fire department 
and the village engineer for approval and 
recommendations. 


The village board voted to submit the 


plans to the two village agencies on the 
recommendation of the 
Buffalo Grove 


Plan Commission. 


The Miller Builders development is on 


the southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
and Dundee roads. 


THE MULTIPLE units will wrap around 


a commercial development to be built on 
the corner. Behind the multiple units, the 
developer is building homes. 


Total number of units to be built on the 


site is 560. Of those, 268 will be one-bed- 
room units. There will be 272 two-bedroom 
units. 


Rents on the apartments will range from 


$185 to $265 a month. 


The streets in the apartment devel- 


opment will be privately maintained, How- 
ever, the village will have control over 
speed limits.

Underfoot, 2 Weeks of Safety

Fallout shelters with the capacity of 


housing 180 per cent of the population of 
MOUIK Prospect and surrounding unin- 
corporated areas are the goal of the local 
Civil Defense unit, headed by Lt. Larry 
Pairitz of the Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment. 


Pairitz said the current population of the 


area is about 33.009 and in about one year, 
when the 22 now shelter aroas are stocked, 
their capacity will be 42.000. He expects 
more shelter areas will b< approved in the 
coming years. 


Contrary to popular belief, Pairitz said, 


fallout shelters are precisely what the 
name mplies — to shelter the population 
from allout in the event of a nuclear at- 
tack. They do not claim to prevent de- 
struction from actual nuclear blast or the 
accompanying fires. 


TO BE APPROVED by the federal gov- 


ernment as a community fallout shelter, a 
building must have a capacity of more 
than 50 persons and be of a specified wall 
thickness and strength. If a building is ap- 
proved as a shelter, it is stocked by provi- 
sions bought with federal funds, including 
food, water and medical and sanitary sup- 
plies. 


Some of the buildings in the area which 


are designated as fallout shelters have 
also been used for other emergencies, 
such as snowstorms. 


St. Raymond's Church was the tempora- 


ry home of a group of businessmen who 
were stranded at the train station in a 
blizzard and could not reach their homes. 


Pairilz said the buildings will be sup- 


plied for a stay of up to two weeks. 


Each shelter contains communication 


equipment, including radios and trans- 
mitters as well as monitoring equipment 
to test the radiation level in the air. 


TI1K LARGEST fallout shelter in the 


area is in Randhurst Shopping Center, 
which has a 25,000-person capacity. 


The Randhurst shelter is stocked with 


thousands of boxes of biscuits, which are 
the food supply for 25,000 persons for two 
weeks, the period in which fallout would 
be particularly harmful. 


The biscuits, which Pairitz said the 


"federal government designed to be nour- 
ishing and not particularly to taste good," 
are of graham cracker consistency and 
are packaged in tin cans which will keep 
them edible indefinitely. 


These supplies, which are in every shel- 


ter, would be used in the Randhurst shel- 
ter in addition to canned food available 
from the food stores in the shopping cen- 
ter. 


Water supply is available in Randhurst 


through the large gravity tank which holds 
150,000 gallons as well as the pipes in the 
shopping center which supply the stores. 


There is no bedding provided in any 


shelter, but many of the buildings, in- 
cluding Randhurst, have facilities which 
could provide bedding. 


MEDICAL SUPPLIES are provided by 


federal funds which include bandages and 
antiseptics as well as several types of 
drugs and medicine 
which might 
be 


needed. 


Sanitary facilities are also provided. 
The medical supplies are 
inventoried 


three or four times a year since they con- 
tain drugs. 


Supplies are kept locked or fenced so 


that they may not be easily reached by 
unauthorized persons. 


Shelter managers are appointed to take 


charge of each shelter and given extensive 
training courses to insure their ability to 
handle large numbers of people. 


They are trained in operating various 


types of equipment provided in the shelter, 
as well as group management and the all- 
important job of "keeping people busy." 


THEY STUDY groups and their reac- 


tions to various situations and are trained 
in how to handle emergency situations. 


Shelter managers also learn how to keep 


the occupants of their shelters from be- 
coming too bored. Pairitz said each shel- 
ter is stocked with playing cards and 
games so that people will have entertain- 
ment. 


He said, "They're trained in giving re- 


sponsibility to people, they're masters in 
giving people something to do even if 
there's nothing to do." 


The managers are usually management 


personnel in the building where the shelter 
is located, because, as Pairitz said, "They 
know the building best and can best 
handle it in emergencies." 


Other large shelters are located at the 


United Air Lines Training Center on 
Dempster Street, Prospect High School 
and Community Presbyterian Church. 


A COMMUNITY shelter planning pro- 


gram will go into effect when the most 
recently granted charters to shelters are 
completed. Pairitz estimated that within 
one year, each citizen would have an as- 
signment to a specific shelter, with atten 
tion given to the particular assignment of 
doctors and nurses to each shelter.

The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their living by it." 


Two other factors that would determine,

"THE ANNOl'.M'EKS kept describing

could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy. 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere," he 
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elaborated. "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon? 


"OUR CULTURE has built a whole sys- 


tem of ways to protect us from death. The 
subject of death is as taboo today as sex 
was a few years ago. The death wouldn't 
be all that more shocking but it would be 
that we wore there, through radio. I think 
it would be just as gripping to put a radio 
on a soldier dying in a hospital " 


Sawyer discussed the possible effect a 


disaster might have on the technicians and 
mechanics who were involved in assem- 
bling the spacecraft. 


"There's a certain kind of battle men- 


tality that you do the best you can do and 
hope it's successful. It's a kind of fatalism. 
Everyone realizes that there's a danger 
there. It's really overestimated. It's really 
not the most dangerous expedition under- 
taken by man. Sailing the seas in the 
1500's was a much more dangerous under- 
taking. The chances of coming back alive 
were much less then. There has been a lot 
of money and time put in this. Favorable 
results were predicted and they came 
about." 


BUT SAWYER IS not yet convinced that 


the space program is really worth the 
time and expenditure of public funds. 


"I'd he sorry to see anyone die of 


course. But my own feeling is that there 
arc more pressing human needs than put- 
ting a man on the moon. 


"The imagination of the mind should be 


directed not to putting a man on the moon 
but putting man back on earth. I don't feel 
a person who lives in a slum, or is unable 
to get a job has any real reason to feel a 
great pride for this country while he suf- 
fers from these and other injustices." 


Brickman has a similar idea. "The ques- 


tion is why it's so hard to work up the 
same kind of commitment to solve these 
kinds of problems (poverty, slums, etc.)

forcefully denies this charge. 


"The Republican Party has nothing to 


do with this," he say.-, "I am running as 
my own man because I feel I can contrib- 
ute something to the Dist 59 schools. 
That's my only commitment " 


Jennings served as vice president of the 


Elk Grove Township Republican organiza- 
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JOSEPH JENNINGS is one of three 
candidates seeking election to the 
Dist.

tion several years ago. He does not serve 
as an officer in the organization now and 
says his only affiliation with it is as a $2 a 
year dues paying member. 


"I've heard this charge before and the 


only thing I can say is that it is not true. I 
would prefer to talk about my quali- 
fications for office." 


JENNINGS IS basing his candidacy on 


his experience as an Elk Grove Township 
school trustee and his long experience as a 
businessman in sales, management and 
accounting. 


Jennings was elected to the post of town- 


ship school trustee last April in a general 
election. As one of three such trustees, he 
shared the responsibility of holding title to 
all school property in Elk Grove Town- 
ship. He was involved in the sale of Dist. 
57's Central Junior High School and over- 
saw the accounts of the township schools. 


At best, the position of township school 


trustee is an obscure post and one which 
Jennings admits should be abolished. He 
said last week that he would resign from 
the township trustee's post before Satur- 
day's election in Dist. 59. 


JENNINGS SEES the issues in this cam- 


paign as ones which must unify a divided 
district. He talks of the need to scrutinize 
the administrative costs of the district and 
to watch programs such as Individualized 
Prescribed Isstruction (IPI) which is now 
beijig offered in two district schools. 


"I am not saying that IPI is a bad pro- 


gram, but it costs the district some $15,000 
a year and I wonder why, if it is good for 
two schools, it is not good for the others." 


Like other candidates, Jennings is deep- 


ly concerned with the administrative costs 
of running the schools. "The cost of ad- 
ministration of Dist. 59 has increased 200 
per cent in recent years. As a business- 
man, I am concerned about such an in- 
crease, particularly in a. taxing body such 
as a school district." On other topics, Jen- 
nings said. 


"The hot lunch program might be a 


good idea for the district but it should be 
clear to everyone that the taxpayers must 
support it. I don't agree that it is a baby- 
sitting service, I think it has some real 
merit." 


ON THE NEED for a communications 


specialist: "It might be a good idea, but I 
don't think $10,000 will buy that kind of 
talent, it's just not enough money for an 
experienced PR man." 


Teacher-pupil ratios: "I don't under- 


stand why there should be such great dif- 
ferences 
in teacher-pupil 
ratios 
from 


school to school. I think the schools should 
have about the same ratio, unless there is 
some special reason for it being other- 
wise " 


Teacher complaints — "I think individ- 


ual teachers have the right to discuss their 
problems with board members without 
having to filter their comments through a 
member of the administration. This does 
not mean that board members should take 
over from the administration's job, but 
there should be some compromise over 
who a teacher can see with a specific com- 
plaint " 


JENNINGS IS a man who says he be- 


lieves in doing his homework. Although 
the candidate frankly admitted that he is 
not fully conversant with each aspect of 
the district, he said that such preparation 
would be vital to his position as a member 
of the board. 


"I'm not privy to the closed conversa- 


tions of the board at this point," Jennings 
said, "but as a board member it would be 
up to me to use every resource of the dis- 
trict to aquaint myself with the details of 
the district." 


Jennings believes in relying on con- 


sultant services in the selection of a new 
district superintendent. He would use the 
consultant's screening process as an aid to 
the board's decision on the new man.

Fallout shelters with the capacity of 


housing 180 per cent of the population of 
Mount Prospect and surrounding unin- 
corporated areas are the goal of the local 
Civil Defense unit, headed by Lt. Larry 
Pairitz of the Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment. 


Pairitz said the current population of the 


area is about 3:i,00!) and in about one year, 
when the 22 new shelter areas are stocked, 
their capacity will be 42,000. He expects 
more shelter areas will be approved in the 
coming years. 


Contrary to popular belief, Pairitz said, 


fallout shelters are precisely 
what the 


name mplies — to shelter the population 
from allout in tho event of a nuclear at- 
tack. They do not claim to prevent de- 
struction from actual nuclear blast or the 
accompanying fires. 


TO BE APPROVED by the federal gov- 


ernment as a community fallout shelter, a 
building must have a capacity of more 
than 50 persons and be of a specified wall 
thickness and strength. If a building is ap- 
proved as a shelter, it is stocked by provi- 
sions bought with federal funds, including 
food, water and medical and sanitary sup- 
plies. 


Some of the buildings in the area which 


are designated as fallout shelters have 
also been used for other emergencies, 
such as snowstorms. 


St. Raymond's Church was the tempora- 


ry home of a group of businessmen who 
were stranded at the train station in a 
blizzard and could not reach their homes. 


Pairitz said the buildings will be sup- 


plied for a stay of up to two weeks. 


Each shelter contains communication 


equipment, including radios and trans- 
mitters as well as monitoring equipment 
to test the radiation level in the air. 


THE LARGEST fallout shelter in the 


area is in Randhurst Shopping Center, 
which has a 25,00'0-person capacity. 


The Randhurst shelter is stocked with 


thousands of boxes of biscuits, which are 
the food supply for 25,000 persons for two 
weeks, the period in which fallout would 
be particularly harmful. 


The biscuits, which Pairitz said the 


"federal government designed to be nour- 
ishing and not particularly to taste good," 
are of graham cracker consistency and 
are packaged in tin cans which will keep 
them edible indefinitely. 


These supplies, which are in every shel- 


ter, would be used in the Randhurst shel- 
ter in addition to canned food available 
from the food stores in the shopping cen- 
ter. 


Water supply is available in Randhurst 


through the large gravity tank which holds 
150,000 gallons as well as the pipes in the 
shopping center which supply the stores. 


There is no bedding provided in any 


shelter, but many of the buildings, in- 
cluding Randhurst, have facilities which 
could provide bedding. 


MEDICAL SUPPLIES are provided by 


federal funds which include bandages and 
antiseptics as well as several types of 
drugs and medicine which might be 
needed. 


Sanitary facilities are also provided. 
The medical supplies are 
inventoried 


three or four times a year since they con- 
tain drugs. 


Supplies are kept locked or fenced so 


that they may not be easily reached by 
unauthorized persons. 


Shelter managers are appointed to take 


charge of each shelter and given extensive 
training courses to insure their ability to 
handle large numbers of people. 


They are trained in operating various 


types of equipment provided in the shelter, 
as well as group management and the all- 
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listic. wherever machines are in operation 
thrix- is a possibility of failure. 


On a purely hypothetical basis, how 


would American citizens have reacted? 


On January ^7, lilii", America was faced 


with a similar situation when the three 
Apollo 1 astronauts were killed. Lt. Col. 
Viruil Klusi Cinssom. Lt. Col. Edward 
White, and Navy Commander Roger B. 
Chafee burned to death when trapped in 
their space capsule during a flash fire at 
an Apollo 1 practice session. 


I'llH,II' BRICKMAN. associate profes- 


sor of psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity says. "I think public reaction would 
depend on how they'd l>cen prepared, on 
what they'd been expecting. At this point, 
the public has been prepared for success- 
ful missions and this would only make a 
failure seem worse." 


Would there be a general falling away of 


support for the space program? "It may 
seem a little paradoxical," Brickman con- 
tinued, "but fewer people would switch to 
that side. It's comparable to the reaction 
of pan-tits who have had a son killed in 
Vietnam. They are more likely to support 
the war. 


"In the short run, a tragedy would be 


only a greater incentive." 


Jack Sawyer, also an associate professor 


of psychology at Northwestern, said, "I 
think the interests that promote the space 
program are so strong that it would con- 
tinue regardless of any disaster. It is not 
continued under popular support anyhow. 
The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their living by it." 


Two other factors that would determine, 


to a large extent, the reactions of the 
world and American people would be the 
reactions of the astronauts and the com- 
mentators covering the mission. 


"TllK ANNOUNCERS kept describing 


these people as 'cool,' " Brickman added. 
"They went to the moon carrying Ameri- 
can patriotism, they didn't trek up San 
Juan hill. They were professionals. I think 
they would have carried this over to any 
typo of situation. The reactions of the men 


would have determined the reaction of the 
country as a whole. 


"There's something kind of grisly about 


that type of death watch. There's some- 
thing grisly about everybody watching. 
You kind of wish everyone would avert 
their eyes." 


But according to Brickman, it would be 


a different kind of death watch. 


"Unlike someone trapped in a well, they 


could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy. 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere," he 
elaborated. "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon? 


"OUR 
CULTURE has built a whole sys- 


tem of ways to protect us from death, The 
subject of death is as taboo today as sex 
was a few years ago. The death wouldn't 
be all that more shocking but it would be 
that we were there, through radio. I think 
it would be just as gripping to put a radio 
on a soldier dying in a hospital." 


Sawyer discussed the possible effect a 


disaster might have on the technicians and 
mechanics who were involved in assem- 
bling the spacecraft. 


"There's a certain kind of battle men- 


tality that you do the best you can do and 
hope it's successful. It's a kind of fatalism. 
Everyone realizes that there's a danger 
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there. It's really overestimated. It's really 
not the most dangerous expedition under- 
taken by man. Sailing the seas in the 
1500's was a much more dangerous under- 
taking. The chances of coming back alive 
were much less then. There has been a lot 
of money and time put in this. Favorable 
results were predicted and they came 
about." 


BUT SAWYER IS not yet convinced that 


the space program is really worth the 
time and expenditure of public funds. 


"I'd 
be sorry to see anyone die of 


course. But my own feeling is that there 
are more pressing human needs than put- 
ting a man on the moon. 


"The imagination of the mind should be 


directed not to putting a man on the moon 
but putting man back on earth. I don't feel 
a person who lives in a slum, or is unable 
to get a job has any real reason to feel a 
great pride for this country while he suf- 
fers from these and other injustices." 


Brickman has a similar idea. "The ques- 


tion is why it's so hard to work up the 
same kind of commitment to solve these 
kinds of problems (poverty, slums, etc.) 
instead of some kind of dramatic pro- 
gram. 


"New York City would rather build a 


Lincoln Center than divide the money up 
into 100 or 1000 packages and spend it that 
way. 
But which gets the more glamour? 


That's really what they're after." 
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important job of "keeping people busy.'1 


T1IKY STUDY groups and their reac- 


tions to various situations and are trained 
in how to handle emergency situations. 


Shelter managers also learn how to keep 


the occupants of their shelters from be- 
coming too bored. Pairitz said each shel- 
ter is stocked with playing cards and 
games so that people will have entertain- 
ment. 


He said, "They're trained in giving re- 


sponsibility to people, they're masters in 
giving people something to do even if 
there's nothing to do." 


The managers are usually management 


personnel in the building where the shelter 
is located, because, as Pairitz said, "They 
know the building best and can best 
handle it in emergencies." 


Other large shelters are located at the 


United Air Lines Training Center on 
Dempster Street, Prospect High School 
and Community Presbyterian Church. 


A COMMUNITY shelter planning pro-

The 
American Medical Association has devel- 
oped a universal s>mbol of emergency 
medical identification winch should be 
l>art of the identification piece, whether it 
is a piece of jewelry or a card. 


The symbol is the Star of Life, which 


looks like an asterisk, superimposed with 
tlie medical symbol, the snake-entwined 
staff of Aesculapius. The figure appears 
within a hexogonal frame. The AMA lists 
four classifications of persons who should 
carry specific 
health information 
with 


thorn at all times, though it is a wise prac- 
tice for everyone to follow. 


THOSE WHO UOULD wear the symbol 


and carry medical identification cards are 
people who have conditions which could 
cause an emergency, such as epilepsy, 
contact lenses, diabetes, neck breathing, 
ami anginal attacks 


Persons who have allergies and must 


avoid some of the common substances 
used in first aid. such as tetanus antitoxin, 
feathers, penicillin, pain relieving drugs, 
should 
also 
woar 
identification. Also, 


people who muit have certain drugs 
should wear identification telling specifi- 
cally what dosage and who the doctor is, 
This category includes those on insulin, 
cortisone, thyroid, and heart patients tak- 
ing an anticoagulant. 


THK LAST classification is persons who 


have trouble communicating with others, 
such as language barriers, physical handi- 
caps, or the very old and very young who 
ea> ly become confused. These people 
.should carry identification telling who they 
are whom to contact, their immunization 
status, and details of any health problem 
that should Ix; known of in an emergency.

Harper Junior College this fall will mark 


two milestones in its development as a 
community college serving the Northwest 
suburbs. 


The first will be the community college's 


move into its handsome new $14 million 
campus at Roselle and Algonquin Roads in 
south rural Palatine Township. 


At the same time, however, the college 


is gearing up for the first time to fulfill its 
continuing education function, bypassed in 
the past two years as it developed classes 
to meet the needs of career-bound and 
transferring students 


Dr. Omar Olson, the college's dean of 


continuing education, has spent the past 
month setting the groundwork for the col- 
lege's new community service phase. 


HE HAS BEGUN to develop a network 


of communications that will help Harper 
decide just what community education 
programs should get first attention. 


These are the guidelines he has laid out 


in doing so: 


—"Harper should cultivate an image 


that will make people say to themselves, 
'If you have an educational need, call Har- 
per College'." 


—The college should not try to "take 


over" all adult education in the Northwest 
suburbs but instead develop short courses, 
seminars and training projects that other 
agencies haven't been able to provide. 


— C o n t i n u i n g education programs 


needn't be rooted to the campus. They can 
be offered in Harrington, Mount Prospect 
or Elk Grove Village if that's where most 
of the people who want them live or work. 


—THE COLLEGE should go slow, offer- 


ing only a few short courses during the 
first fall term rather than promising more 
than it can deliver. 


—"Continuing education has to be devel- 


oped on a pay-as-you-go basis." 


In terms of service, Olson expects to 


reach a broad spectrum of citizens, he told 
the Herald. He said he plans to work with 
the college's industrial advisory 
com- 


mittee, with professional groups like insur- 
ance agents and Realtors, with civic and 
community clubs, with women's groups 
and senior citizens. 


He had strong praise for the Gold Card 


Club made available to the area's over-65 
age group by High School Dist. 214. 


He says he would like to promote a sim- 


ilar service for all elder citizens residing 
within the Harper Dist. 512 boundaries — 
an area that includes Wheeling, Elk 
Grove, Schaumburg and Palatine Town- 
ships plus Harrington High School Dist. 
224. 


An educator who came to Harper from 


the state of Washington, Olson is im- 
pressed with the community college's po- 
tential for television programming. He 
says he would like to see Harper offer 
tele-lecture series in cooperation with such 
schools as Northern Illinois University and 
Triton Junior College. 


He already has been approached by in- 


dustrial firms who now send top manage- 
ment to one-week training courses at 
Princeton University and Phoenix, Ariz , 
at a cost of $4,000 to $5,000 and think such 


training can be done as well, and more 
cheaply, by Harper. 


OLSON SAYS HE expects to offer no 


more than six or eight continuing educa- 
tion courses this fall but expects to be 
fully geared up by next spring. 


He told the Herald he will welcome 


phone calls from any Northwest Suburban 
resident who has an interest in the types 
of continuing education the community 
college can offer.

Therapy Aids Youths 


By the Staff of I orest Hospital, a pri- 


vate psychiatric hospital in DCS I'laincs 


Many children throughout the 
United 


States need psychiatric help 


But there are long waiting lists at the 


child guidance centers 


Manpower, too, is a problem in all child 


guidance agencies Child psychiatrists are 
trying to he as ingenious and innovative as 
possible in finding \vays in which they can 
do more work with fewer staff membeis 


What can be done' 
One answer is group thciapy reaching 


as many children as possible who need 
caie 


THE GROUP WHICH meets for therapy 


includes the child s parents either both 
patents simulanteously or mothers and fa 
thers separately 


It is veiy supportive to parents, for ex 


ample to be seen in a parents group and 
recognize that other parents may have 
and share with them problems with their 
children Thus, group therapy is a useful 
device to help redure some of the concerns 
and worries that parents may have 


Many who are involved in group therapy 


techniques, either on a mothers group 
basis, fathers' 
gioup or mixed couple 


gioup, have found it quite useful in getting 
at some of the problems that they encoun 
tei 


Sometimes it is useful, if at all possible 


to have the child or parent in groups 
which are run comcidentally with individ 
ual psychotherapeutic sessions with the 
child or adult 


THE GROUP TECHNIQUE also gives 


therapists a laboratory in which to exam 
me and assist the children and their par 
cuts, which in capsule form provides evi 
dence of children's social problems in re 
latmg to people at work in school and at 
home 


The biggest problem in child guidance 


centers across the country has been that 
of long waiting lists When a psychiatrist 
has a limited number of hours and hands 
and brainpower to do the work that is nee 
essary, and he has a gieat many moie 
people applying for immediate assistance 
— usually on a crisis basis — it is almost 
impossible to have the supply meet the de 
mand 


WHAT PSYCHIATRISTS have to do is 


to give immediate short service to all 
people A family with a disturbed child or 
a disturbed family with a child is given 


upwards of six to eight sessions as swiftly 
as possible with the termination date set 
at the beginning they cannot be told that 
they will be seen as long as is necessary 
They are told they will have to work hard 
for this number of sessions At the end of 
that time limit a re evaluation is made 


and the family placed on the waiting list if 
ni (ess try 


(•roup therapy is more than an ex- 


pedient It is an effective method of trying 
to do the utmost for the children and their 
frfimlits who ntxxl help with tnelr «mo-

Board of Health, said he would act as 
quickly as possible to appoint a com- 
mittee, and may call a special board of 
health meeting to discuss the issue. 


The exact method of organization was 


not settled. Either a citizen committee or 
one man will direct and conduct the study 
which will then be used bv the advisory 
committee to form a tentative plan for a 
program. 


Out-patient care 
is greatly needed. 


"There are 10,000 senior citizens in mental 
institutions that shouldn't be there in any 
way, shape or form," Don Swan member 
of the county board legislative committee 
said. 


Mrs. 
Fleming also cited the need for 


patient care for schizophrenics. 


The people at the meeting know of these 


problems, or most of them, but they "need 
someone to pull the strings together,1' she 
said.

For the first time in the history of this 


carnival town of 24-hour neon lights, a le- 
gitimate theater has opened on the Las 
Vegas "Strip " 


Owners of Caesars Palace Hotel chris- 


tened its "Roman Theater" in June with 
"Boys in the 
Band"—Matt 
Crowley's 


drama about an alternately hilarious and 
heartbreaking homosexual birthday party. 


The 400-seat theater features one show a 


night with a matinee on Thursday and two 
shows on Saturday. Tickets range in price 
from $3 95 to $5.95, depending on the day 
and the seating. 


By raising the curtain in June, Caesars 


Palace beat to the punch the newly-opened 
International Hotel, which also has set 
aside space and money for a legitimate 
theater. 


The move by the two multimillion dollar 


gambling resorts strongly indicates a new 
trend in Las Vegas entertainment. 


Musical shows such as "Hello Dolly," 


"Sweet Chanty," "Mame," "Damn Yan- 
kee" and "Fiddler on the Roof" previously 
were hits with Las Vegas audiences 


But "Boys in the Band" marked the first 


time that a straight drama was billed on 
the Las Vegas "strip." Audiences view the 
play in a semicircular shaped theater. It is 
surprisingly quiet considering 
that the 


clanging casino is on the opposite side of 
the wall. 


Tourists conditioned to tipping a Las 


Vegas Maitre d' to get a seat at the last 
minute are out of luck—it is the first the- 
atrical presentation in Las Vegas with re- 
served seating and ticket sales. 


No alcoholic beverages are served dur- 


ing the performance of the drama. 


The fate of the experiment is uncertain. 
Originally the first show began at 8:40 


p m —which put "Boys in the Band" in 
direct competition with "Strip" hotel head- 
liners such as Tony Bennett, Dean Martin, 
Barbara Streisand and traditional-bar- 
bosom French reviews.

said the summer school should be tuition-

Some 3,300 students, about a third ot" the 


district's total enrollment, will be taking 
one or more summer school courses for 
credit this summer at an average cost of

"I THINK THE 12-month school year is

The Vatican has two mam categories of 


representatives papal nuncios, who are 
diplomats of ambassadorial rank, and 
apostolic Delegates, who do not have diplo- 
matic status and serve in countries like 
the United States that do not recognize the 
Vatican 


The nuncio represents the Vatican to- 


ward the government of the country in 
which he serves and also is the Vatican's 
link with the church of that country He is 
responsible for reporting to the Vatican on 
the political situation in a countrv pnmar 
ily from the standpoint of how this affects 
the church's freedom to operate 


The apostolic delegate is responsible for 


overseeing the local church, but he may 
also represent the Vatican at a state occa- 
sion such as the inauguration of a piesi 
dent 


The Vatican requires that its nuncios be 


accorded the rank of dean of the diplomat- 
ic corps, no matter how long thev hava 
served in a country But some countries 
object to this so the Vatican has gotten 
around its own rule by creating a rank 
known as pro-nuncio in those countries 


Another type of representative is an m- 


ternuncio, who is a diplomat of ministerial 
lank 


Most Vatican diplomats are 
Italian 


priests One reason is that the diplom itic 
service never seems to have had much ap- 
peal for priests outside Italy and some 
who do train for it drop out later because 
of discouragement with what they consider 
an outdated training system

Brady, who is starting his third year 


w i t h Villa Olivia, had this to sa> about 
what makes this course unique 


" \s far as facilities go. it's excellent for 


nulingi or tournaments. . .It's a a nice 
course. . .fun to play. . .It has H swimming 
pool which most daily fee courses don't 
have. . .It also has an area that can be 
nsrd for softball." 


Most of the holes on the course are 


pleasant for the average golfer to play be- 
cause of their shortness. Among the more 
enjoyable on the front are the first (par 4, 
:)U)> and the seventh (par 5. 4B5) and, on 
the back, the llth (par 4, 275), the 12th 


i par 3, 105) and the 16th (par 4, 285). 


The seventh had been the toughest par 4 


on the front side until this year when hole 
was lengthened about 20 yards and it was 
converted into a par 5. 


However, there are still some very chal- 


lenging holes with the two most demand- 
ing coming on the back nine. 


"Tin- 18th. I think, is the hardest hole to 


get a par on. . .that and the 13th are the 
two top rated holes," Brady pointed out. 


What makes the 13th so difficult is that 


it's all uphill, and when you've walked the 
\2 previous holes, you begin thinking that 
>ou're climbing a small mountain. 


The hilly, par 4, 440-yarder — which is 


used by skiers during the winter — has a 
nice plateau about 230 to 250 yards out and 
is an ideal spot to place your drive. From 
there it takes a tricky long iron or wood to 
thread the narrow space between two 
traps about 140 yards ahead. And, if you 
succeed in doing that, the fairway narrows 
to about 35 yards as large cedars converge 
on the small green. 


The 13th green, which is elevated and, 


seemingly, slanting off in all directions, is 
located at the top of the hill. Right behind 
the circular green is a hump, and behind 
that are a few more trees and an out of 
bounds fence 


If you can pull out a par and can catch 


your breath, the rest of the way is almost 
all downhill, literally, until the 18th. 


Brady describes how to play this rugged 


finishing hold: 


"The 18th is a par 4. 430 yards long with 


a dogleg to the left. If you cut the dogleg a 
little bit you still have a three wood or a 
long iron into one of the biggest greens on 
the course. 


"It's a trapped to the left and the green 


is rolling and difficult to get down in one 
of the biggest greens on the course." 


The course record, according to Brady, 


is presently held by one of the former em- 
ployes of the course who fired a seven- 
under-par b'4 So that's the total to shoot 
for 


And after you've set the new record, you 


ran cool down in the spacious lockerroom 
and relax in one of its fine showers or in 
the steam room. 


Then, you can follow that up with a cold 


one at the large bar and then dinner in the 
luxurious Empire room. Villa Olivia has 
several spacious dimng rooms and can 
easily accommodate any size reception, 
party, etc. 


Daily fees at Villa Olivia are: 


Saturdays, Sundays and holidays — $6 


and $3 75 after 4 p.m., weekdays — $5 and 
$275 after 4 p.m. 


Villa Olivia is located a few miles east

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West Germany Views Her Military Concepts 


BKKl.IN <rPD—"Prussia is not a state 


with ;in army but an nrmy with a state," 
said ,i historian of the last century. 


Tin- sins of the Prussians often have 


been rxuKKiTfltifl, but in fact the domina- 
tion of (tvrmany by Prussia through the 
IIIDII-; produced 
the ruthless, 
efficient, 


gnuse-stepping military machine that in 
two world wars came near to conquering 
all i)f Kitrope. 


Now in West (Jermany the goosr-step- 


piiiK' has Ix'en abolished, the arrogant 
I'riKsian martinet has been replaced by 
the "citizen in uniform." And there are 
ltn«e who say that's what's wrong with 
tnilay'-. West (ierman Hundesuvlir (armed 
ColTI'S ).

enough'' - have gone on for Home time. 
Tins examination of the armed forces Is 
getting particular attention Just now. 


The reason—this is the :'5th anniversary 


of the military bomb plot of July 20, 1!M4, 
against Adolf Hitler. 


The plot to assassinate Hitler and over- 


throw the \a/i failed and li.nou Wehr- 
marht officers and civilians were shot, 
strangled and tortured, 


A quarter century later the plot .still pre- 


sents Germany with a dilemma. 


Today's soldiers are taught that Col. 


Count Klaus von Stauffenberg and the oth- 
er officers who broke their oath of alle- 
giance to Hitler and tried to kill him were 
heroes and martyrs. Only a fesv diehard 
old Nazis would dispute this— but debate 
rises over the question: how far may sol- 
diers follow their consciences? 


Where in a nwVn democratic army 


and state, the argument runs, Ls the bor- 
derline between heeding one's conscience 
and meaningless goldbricking? When does 
the new democratic doctrine of "innere 
fuehrung" (roughly, inner guidance) lead 
to acts of insubordination that should bo 
punished? 


The feeling has long existed in West 


(iermany that in getting rid of the goose- 
step and other unnecessary symbols of 
militarism so loved by the Prussians and 
the Nazis, the armed forces also might 
h;n e thrown overboard the discipline and 
command functions needed by all armies 
if they arc to be effective. 


The Bundeswehr has been 
built up 


around the principle of "innere fuehrung" 
which has been translated variously as 
' ' i n n e r guidance," "moral responsi- 
bility," 
"moral 
direction," "self guid- 


ance" and "inner leadership." The fact 
that there is no agreed upon translation 
for the term indicates its nebulous quality 
and the vagueness of the principle as it is 
applied in the armed forces. 


The "innere 
fuehrung" was designed 


originally to get Germans to abandon the 
drill sergeant mentality and substitute 
moral leadership for blind obedience. Offi- 
cers were to convince soldiers of the right- 
eousness of their task and to persuade, 


rather than command. 


As might be expected this policy has led 


to charges that (iermany has gone from 
one extreme to another, abandoning Prus- 
sian militarism for a sort of Boy Scout 
camaraderie that can not produce a first 
class fighting machine. 


Most critics don't question the desir- 


ability of having a demcxTatic army. But 
they wonder whether the goal is being pur- 
sued properly. 


lien. Hcllmut (irashey, deputy army 


commander, and (ien. Heinz Karst, army 
training chief, recently criticized the state 
of the army, (irashey said morale was low 
and he blamed this on the "sacred cow" 
principle of "innere fuehrung" and on ex- 
cessive parliamentary interference in mili- 
tary affairs. Karst said the new doctrines 
had produced an "imsolclierly" army. 


In reaction to such criticism Defense 


Minister Gerhard Schrooder in a speech to 
;>n officers school last mon'Ji announced a 
reform of the "inner guidance" program 
is planned. He said it would be more ap- 
propriate to think of the "cili/en as a sol- 
dier" rather (ban the "citizen in uni- 
form." 


"At times it is said that the army has 


l»een 
'democratized,'" 
Schroeder 
said. 


"This is not the right word for what has 
taken place. What has taken place is that 
a democratic state has built an army." 


Schroeder indicated that in answer to of- 


ficers' complaints the army will be more: 
soldierly in the future and discipline more 
severe. He said the citizen as soldier will 
have the same rights as other citizens but 
these rights will be limited to the degree 
demanded by his military duty. 


The newspaper Rhcinische Post wel- 


comed the speech. It said in an editorial, 
"The citizen-in-uniform concept smacked 
of a mere change of clothing and lent it- 
self to misinterpretation. The citizens-sol- 
dier restores the command-and-obey prin- 
ciple which, provided it is not executed in 
violation of human dignity, lends the 
armed forces their value." 


But Wolfgang von Raven, a former offi- 


cer who has become one of West Germa- 
ny's 
leading military commentators, dis- 


agrees. He says low morale in the armed 
forces is not caused by the new democrat- 
ic doctrines but by failure to carry out the 
doctrines properly. He blames senior offi- 
cers for clinging to old authoritarian ideas 
of discipline which have no place in a 
modern army. 


It is testimony to the new democratic 


spirit in Germany that there is no public 
controversy about Stauffenberg and the 
others who took part in the plot to blow up 
Hitler in his "wolf's lair" front headquar- 
ters at Hastenburg in East Prussia. 


Everyone, or almost everyone, agrees 


that Stauffenberg, a brilliant 37-year-old 
aristocrat, was a hero.

Progress in seeking an alternate method 


for financing the controversial Prospect- 
Thorndale sanitary sewor line in Itasca 
stalled last week in a verbal exchange be- 
tween attorney Robert Bremer of Central 
Manufacturing District (CMD) and Village 
Pros. Wilbert Nottke. 


The brief, but strong allegations hurled 


by both Bremer and Nottke developed 
when Bremer presented to the village 
board a second draft of a new contract 
proposal for consideration. 


Prior to last Tuesday's board meeting, 


Bremer had met with village attorney 
Lawrence C. Traeger Jr., to review the 
draft of the contract which had been re- 
vised after an initial three-hour session 
with board members. 


BUT APPARENTLY Nottke took issue 


with Bremer's comments in presenting the 
revised proposal this week, when the CMD 
attorney said, "I feel we are getting far- 
ther and farther apart." 


It was Bremer who several weeks ago 


made his own personal observation known 
to Nottke after village trustees were faced 
with a petition signed by 116 residents ob- 
jecting to Ordinance No. 289-69. 


The ordinance had been adopted by the 


board of trustees on April 5 after nearly 
nine months of negotiation with Bremer 
representing CMD. 


The petitioners called for a referendum 


election on the sewer agreement, which in 
essence called for CMD to construct the 
sewer facilities at a cost of $1 million. 
Itasea's share under terms of the contract 
was $342,600 as a principal amount. With 
interest at 5 per cent per annum, this 
amount rose to $558,438. 


FACED 
WITH 
A referendum 
vote, 


Nottke indicated that perhaps CMD should 
pick up the entire tab and had suggested 
to Bremer that he convey this thinking to 
his superiors and report back to the board. 


With some misgiving on the alternate 


approach offered by Nottke, Bremer said 
it was his personal opinion that the refer- 
endum should be held, due to possible le- 
gal problems which could be encountered 
under the CMD trusteeship. 


Last week, however, it was apparent 


that the proposed drafts of an alternate 
method to finance the sewer project as 
suggested by Nottke, did not meet with 
favor by village officials. 


In the harsh verbal exchange that fol- 


lowed between the two individuals, Bre- 
mer lashed back at Nottke claiming the 
village president "was reflecting on my 
confidence." 


The tirade ended when Nottke suggested 


to the board, "We don't go further with 
CMD," as Bremer left the meeting. 


BUT SOME COMMENTS by trustees Ei 


don Corbin and Glenn Goodwin, at least 
for the present, prompted Nottke to con- 
cede to another review of the amended 
draft. Traeger was instructed to study the 
agreement and to provide the trustees 
with appropriate comments 
"paragraph 


by paragraph." 


It is conceivable that village officials 


may decide to shelve the latest presenta- 
tion by CMD and call for the requested 
referendum on the initial ordinance which 
has not yet been rescinded. If this does 
materialize, CMD had offered to pay the 
cost of the election. 


The proposed sewer installation, varying 


in diameter from 15 inches to 27 inches, 
will be constructed from a point 1,298 feet 
north of the intersection of Route 53 and 
Thorndale Avenue, then south along Route 
53 to its intersection with Thorndale, then 
east along Thorndale to Prospect Avenue, 
south on Prospect to Schiller Street and 
west on Schiller to the Itasca 
sewage 


treatment plant.

university in his plan for highway im

in Urbana too late for the parent's coffee 
hour, but enjoyed the program following 
that had been planned partly to help east- 
parental tension

Seeks Moratorium 
On Sewer Plannin 


FIREMEN worked for three hours Sunday distinguishing a 
$17,000 blaze at I7W 2 1 1 Oakdale Drive, north of Elm- 
hurst which killed a 77-year-old woman. Mrs. Mabel Lucas 
was pronounced dead at Elmhurst hospital, with causes 


listed as smoke inhalation and severe burns. Her husband, 
Stephen, 79, escaped injury when he yelled for help. A 
neighbor heard his cries and rescued the man. 


A moratorium on all sewage planning is 


being sought by Wilbert Nottke, mayor of 
Itasca and president of the county Mayors 
and Managers Association. 


Nottke, who is supporting a county-wide 


eight plant system feels that any plans 
that involve less than county-wide service 
are hurting the residents and wasting 
time. 


It was at Nottke's suggestion that the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion formulated a county sewage plan. 


Preliminary studies began a month ago, 


and two weeks ago the commission pre- 
sented its program to Nottke and John 
Morris, County Superintendent of Public 
Works. 


NOW THERE is "the problem of plan- 


ning a decent presentation of the program 
to the 31 municipalities in the county," 
Nottke said. 


A 
fact-finding 
committee 
has 
been 


formed and will begin the groundwork for 
a meeting Aug. 24 at the Itasca Country 
Club where the program will be described 
in detail to the mayors and managers. 


"The moratorium won't hurt anyone but 


the developers," Nottke said, "and I don't 
care about them. Developers come and go, 
but the residents are the ones that stay." 


Referring to attempts of the Quad Vil- 


lage planners and supporters to have the 
county finance a trunk line to the Glendale 
Heights plant, Nottke said "We should all 
be thinking in the same vane. 


"WE SHOULD ALL be pushing for the 


eight plant system. I would be in favor of 
the Glendale Heights expansion, only if it 
conforms to and fits into the eight plant 
county-wide system." 


Nottke said it would be more sensible to 


consider a plan for all 31 communities in- 
stead of concentrating on four, Glendale 
Heights, Roselle, Addison and Bloom- 
ingdale which would be served by the ex- 
panded Glendale Heights plant. 


Morris has recommended the expansion 


of the Glen Ellyn Heights plant, which is 
county owned and would not require fur- 
ther negotiations with municipalities to 
proceed with expansion. 


Beside the Glendale Heights plant, the 


Glen Ellyn plant has been suggested for 
expansion. 


THE GLEN EI.LYN Heights Plant ex- 


pansion that Morris recommended is part 
of the eight plant system. It is more ex 
pensive than the other two proposals but is 
also more extensive. 


The Glendale Heights plant and the Glen 


Ellyn plants would essentially serve the 
four communities mentioned. 


The Glen Ellyn Heights plant would 


serve all the tributaries east of the Du- 
Page River and north of Butterfield Road 
This is approximately one-fourth of the 
area of the county.

$5 75 The additional fee will include week- 
ly bulk pickup which normally was once a 
year. 


UNDER THE NEW Itasca contract pick- 


ups will be on Mondays each week from 
containers in the parkway for both single 
and multi family dwellings or in the alleys 
to the rear. 


Itasca domestic garbage includes ashes,

But modern technology has annihilated 


distance and space. In its implications lo- 
cal school education extends beyond the 
district boundary. The governor of Illinois 
increased state per pupil aid from $400 to 
$520 and the legislature approved in dicat- 
ing that the financing of local education 
goes beyond these boundaries. 


"What Cheney's educational ideas ac- 


tually mean is that the school adminis- 
trator," says Dr. Martin Zuckerman. ad-

True, this is a rather morbid, perhaps 


even un-American thought, but to be rea- 
listic, wherever machines are in operation 
then- is a possibility of failure. 


On a purely hypothetical basis, how 


woukl American citizens have reacted? 


On January 27, 1967, America was faced 


with a similar situation when the three 
Apollo I astronauts were killed, U. Col 
Virgil Ulus) Grissom, Lt. Col. Edward 
White, and Nav> Commander Roger B. 
Chafcc burned to death when trapped in 
their space capsule during a flash fire at 
an Apollo 1 practice session. 


PHILIP BRICKMAN. associate profes- 


sor of psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity says. "I think public reaction would 
depend on how they'd been prepared, on 
what they'd been expecting. At this point, 
the public has been prepared for success- 
ful missions and this would only make a 
failure seem worse." 


Would there be a general falling away of 


support for the space program? "It may 
seem a little paradoxical," Brickman con- 
tinued, "but fewer people would switch to 
that side. It's comparable to the reaction 
of parents who have had a son killed in 
Vietnam. They are more likely to support 
the war 


"In the short run. a tragedy would be 


only a greater incentive." 
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Jack Sawyer, also an associate professor 


of psychology at Northwestern, said, "I 
think the interests that promote the space 
program arf so strong that it would con- 
tinue regardless of any disaster. It is not 
continued under popular support anyhow. 
The program employs a lot of people and 
they make their living by it." 


Two other factors that would determine, 


to a large extent, the reactions of the 
world and American people would be the 
reactions of tlie astronauts and the com- 
mentators covering the mission. 


"THE ANNOUNCERS kept describing 


those people as 'cool,' " Brickman added. 
"They went to the moon carrying Ameri- 
can patriotism, they didn't trek up San 
Juan hill. They were professionals. I think 
they would have carried this over to any 
type of situation. The reactions of the men 
would have determined the reaction of the 
country as a whole. 


"There's something kind of grisly about 


that type of death watch. There's some- 
thing grisly about everybody watching. 
You kind of wish everyone would avert 
their eyes." 


But according to Brickman, it would be 


a different kind of death watch. 


"Unlike someone trapped in a well, they 


could talk to everyone. That intimacy 
would be incredible. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Houston cut off public trans- 
mission, though." 


Brickman continued by pointing out that 


there wouldn't really be anything overly 
unusual about the deaths except the ex- 
treme intimacy. 


"There would be a stronger link between 


them and people dying elsewhere," he 
elaborated. "Is it so different if a person 
dies in Brooklyn, Saigon or on the moon? 


"Ol'R CULTURE has built a whole sys-

There has been a lot 
of money and time put in this. Favorable 
results were predicted and they came 
about " 


BUT SAWYKR IS not yet convinced that 


the space program is really worth the 
time and expenditure of public funds. 


"I'd he sorry to see anyone die of 


course But my own feeling is that there 
are more pressing human need.s than put- 
ting a man on the moon. 


"The imagination of the mind should be 


directed not to putting a man on the moon 
but putting man back on earth. I don't feel 
a person who lives in a slum, or is unable 
to get a job has any real reason to feel a 
great pride for this country while he suf- 
fers from these and other injustices." 


Brickman has a similar idea. "The ques- 


tion is why it's so hard to work up I he 
same kind of commitment to solve these 
kinds of problems (poverty, slums, etc ) 
instead of some kind of dramatic pro- 
gram.

Main 
concern of the village should be, as 
stated by Trustee Hetty Lou Mann, 
"We all have a moral obligation to 
alleviate this hazard for the sake of 
the neighborhood children. 


Ha/ards of the kind presented by 


this foundation often are tolerated 
too long, sometimes because com- 
munity officials are reluctant to act, 
often because courts are slow to act. 


Weaknesses in tbe legal solution to 


such hazards, whether in legislation 
or in the courts, should get remedial 
action, and we hope after the village 
gets its foundation hazard straight- 
ened away it will exert its influence 
to correcting the basic problem.

we encourage him to talk to the AA people 
- people who have had similar prob- 
lems." 


Mrs. (junkie added that AA doesn't pro- 


vide psychiatric or psychological help and 
often refers alcoholics to the 
DuPage 


Council 


And sometimes wives call about their 


husbands. 


"A WIKK CAU.S and tells us her hus- 


band is an alcoholic," Dr. Latham said. 
"She'll come in and talk to us. We would 
like her husband to come in, too, but we 
don't coerce the wife to bring him in. 
Sometimes the husband won't come in, but 
occasionally we'll be able to help by just 
talking to the wife. 


"The prime goal of counseling is that 


the patient understand himself. Drinking 
may not be the primary problem." 


The problem. No one seems to know why 


one of every 15 social drinkers in the 
United States becomes an alcoholic. Why 
can some people drink like a fish and oth- 
ers begin to drown in one martini before 
dinner? 


There are no universally accepted an- 


swers about why a person becomes an al- 
coholic, but Dr. Latham and Donald Car- 
lock, executive director of the DuPage 
Council, have some observations. 


"Alcoholics haven't reached the proper 


balance of dependency," Dr. Latham said. 
"They are either quite neurotic and don't 
know liow to wisely spend their energy or 
else they develop a problem of fighting au- 
thority — they're an expedient, 
self-cen- 


tered kind of person. 


"They evade society's rules and feel few 


domestic obligations. They will let their 
wife pay the bills and then realize that the 
spouse is taking away their power. What 
they don't realize, is that they gave the 
power up themselves." 


Carlock insists that alcoholism doesn't 


cause alcoholism. He adds: "Dr. Bradley, 
head of the Rchab:litation Center at Lu- 
theran General Hospital, has said that 
there are four types of addicts; work, food 
and drug addicts plus the alcoholic." 


The work addict may very well be the 


male suburban alcoholic, Carlock con- 
tended. 


"He's a very busy man who is active in 


the community, but always has the time to 


••take on extra work. At 5 p.m., he gets 


nervous because he doesn't know what to 
do Even if he does have a drinking prob- 
lem, it's hidden and when he dies at 40 
from a heart attack, he's a hero to the 
community, 
bum. 


"The alcohihc addict on skid row dies a 


"All 
addicts are hi the s une boat, 


there's an emptiness in their lives that 
they just don't understand "

pool which most diiih fee courses don't 
have. . .It iilso hits an area that can be 
used for snfthall " 


Mo>t »f the holes on the course are 


plea.sant for the average golfer to play be- 
cause of their shortness. Among the more 
enjoyable on the front are the first (par 4, 
:UO) and the seventh (par 5, 485) and, on 
the back, the llth (par 4, 275), the 12th 
ipar :i, 105) and the 16th (par 4, 285). 


The .seventh had been the toughest par 4 


on the front side until this year when hole 
was lengthened about 20 yards and it was 
converted into a par 5. 


However, there are still some very chal- 


lenging holes with the two most demand- 
ing coming on the back nine. 


"The 18th, I think, is the hardest hole to 


get a par on. . .that and the 13th are the 
(wo top rated holes," Brady pointed out. 


What makes the 13th so difficult is that 


it's all uphill, and when you've walked the 
12 previous holes, you begin thinking that 
you're climbing a small mountain. 


The hilly, par 4, 440-yarder — which is 


used by skiers during the winter — has a 
nice plateau about 230 to 250 yards out and 
is an ideal spot to place your drive. From 
there it takes a tricky long iron or wood to 
thread the narrow space between two 
traps about 140 yards ahead. And, if you 
succeed in cloing that, the fairway narrows 
to about 35 yards as large cedars converge 
on the small green. 


The 13th green, which is elevated and, 


seemingly, slanting off in all directions, is 
located at the top of the hill. Right behind 
the circular green is a hump, and behind 
that are a few more trees and an out of 
bounds fence. 


If you can pull out a par and can catch 


your breath, the rest of the way is almost 
all downhill, literally, until the 18th. 


Brady describes how to play this rugged 


finishing hold: 


"The 18th is a par 4, 430 yards long with 


a dogleg to the left. If you cut the dogleg a 
little bit you still have a three wood or a 
long iron into one of the biggest greens on 
the course. 


"It's a trapped to the left and the green 


is rolling and difficult to get down in one 
of the biggest greens on the course." 


The course record, according to Brady, 


is presently held by one of the former em- 
ployes of the course who fired a seven- 
umier-par B4 So that's the tolal to shoot 
for 


And after you've set the new record, you 


can cool down in the spacious lockerroom 
and relax in one of its fine showers or in 
the steam room. 


Then, you can follow that up with a cold 


one at the large bar and then dinner in the 
luxurious Empire room.

The face of Old Town has changed con-

soms constitute the more exciting ele- 
ments of the young population. 


The hippie as a stereotyped cult is gone, 


but the hippie spirit of brotherly love lives 
on. It is evidenced by the number of bulle- 
tin boards in boutiques throughout Old 
Town which advertise a U4-hour "Crisis 
Service." 


"We help anyone anytime, as long as it 


hurts no other," they say. To thosa who 
visit Old Town only occasionally, that 
promise may have little meaning. 


It's different if you know the people be- 


hind the pledge. 


STANDING BEHIND the counter of one 


unusual specialty shop in Piper's Alley is 
a 19-year-old clerk named John. His con- 
cern for others, he says, is the motivating 
force in his life. All but $20 a week of his 
salary is donated to his religion, Natural- 
ism, 
Inc., which sponsors the Crisis Ser- 


vice. 


John became a member of the religion 


last October. His ambition is "to live like 
Christ, not Christians; to be a Bhddha, not 
a Buddhist." His creed is "freedom, not 
license," that is, everyone has complete 
freedom to do with their lives and their 
bodies whatever they wish, "as long as it 
hurts no other." 


The Crisis centers are an attempt to 


"help others with their problems. Because 
we have experienced many of the same 
problems that kids face today, we can em- 
pathize with them. 


"We believe in empathy, not sympathy," 


says the long-haired member of the board 
of directors of Naturalism, Inc. "We're not 


like a hospital, which tells you what your 
problem is. You tell us, and then we try to 
help you through people who have been 
through all this before." 


THE 12-TO 2ll staff members care for M 


to 500 persons a day, but they do not try to 
apostolize. "Before we can change others, 
we have to change ourselves," maintains 
John. 


He declares that "in a few years, our 


center will be the most necessary service 
in the city. In 10 years in the United 
States. In 20 years in the world." 


The religion has reportedly purchased 


three islands off Haiti which will be used 
to create a sovereign country. No one who 
has not undergone a 40-day period of 
special therapy will be admitted.

Taking your dog for a walk might be a 


chore, but if you are spending your sum- 
mer working in an animal hospital, taking 
care of all the dogs is a full-time job. 


Mike Minetti, a sophomore at Iowa State 


University, and Roger Slansky, a Wheeling 
High School senior, have been doing a njy- 
riad of tasks at the Saidel Animal Hospital 
in Buffalo Grove, where their jobs include 
anything from walking and feeding the 
dogs to sterilizing the surgical instruments 
to even cutting the grass.

Christmastime with lutefisk, but I prefer 
to serve it with turkey," Gloria Ramey 
explained. 


She makes it other times of the year as 


well, because it is enjoyed so much by her 
husband, David, and children, Carolyn, It,

The lefse dough consists of mashed po- 


tatoes and Crisco mixed together 
with 


flour, a little sugar, salt and baking pow- 
der. 


Gloria forms the dough into small balls, 


rolls them out with a ridged lefse rolling 
pin and then bakes them in an electric 
skillet. 


BEC'AL'SK, this is a lime-consuming 


project, Gloria often mixes the dough one 
day and bakes it the next. 


"When I was a young girl living at 


home, my mother often made large bat- 
ches of lefse dough and we'd work togeth- 
er rolling and baking," she said. 


The baked lefse is soft and very thin 


with a definite potato flavor. It is spread 
with butter, sprinkled with sugar and then 
rolled up to eat.

I have written about the fame of Bos- 


ton's Durgin Park as one of the world's 
most famous beaneries. While this gusty, 
135-year-old restaurant has done much to 
maintain the tradition of Boston baked 
beans, it also has made great contribu- 
tions to the art of pastry making. 


Two of the choice creations are old-fash- 


ioned apple pie and apple pan dowdy, "-'or 
the apple pie make two crusts in your fa- 
vorite way for a 9-inch pie pan.

minutes until top crust browns nicely then 
reduce heat to 325 and cook for another 25 
to 20 minutes.
